I happen to be the person who challenged the genuineness 
of the New Hampshire "WM in center" pieces. For that reason I believe 
they were removed from the Guide Book. I felt that any pattern for 
a New Hampshire copper could not possibly have William Moulton's initials 
so prominently shown because that would result in sure rejection of his 
pattern design. He was a famous silversmith and didn't need the immodest 
ad. The subject should be thoroughly studied as I and others could find 
nothing positive on it. 

I have in my collection a genuine piece of the large 1776 cast 
copper type. I have another dated 1777 which is a unique forgery. 

I never sell coins because I am non-commercial. I do not know 
of any New Hampshire which are for sale. 

I wish I could be more encouraging in answer to your letter of 
August S, 1976, but I would recommend another field of research. 

It is amusing that the quantities of modern copies of the WM 
piece are probably fakes of a fake.

I am sorry to report to you that the 1791 Washington president, small 
eagle 1 cent is not struck in silver. 

As you know, no example in silver is known, and naturally you were 
hoping for a silver piece. Your coin weighs 12.52 grams and has a 
specific gravity of 8.82. If it were silver, it would have a specific 
gravity of about 10.3. The specific gravity which it has indicates 
that it is made of copper. 

On the obverse, you will notice discolorations in the area of the ear, 
on the epaulet and and on the buttons. The clarity of the edge lettering 
shows that a genuine coin was used. It was merely silverplated. 

I am returning the coin herewith and wish you success with the group 
of pieces which you bought.

halfpence. I have already examined those in the Tale col¬ 
lection and in other larger collections in the country. I am 
writing an article on the subject and would like to have any in¬ 
formation which might be available in this group. I have already 
taken photographs at the American Numismatic Society of many counter¬ 
feit halfpence. 

I am presuming that you are interested in keeping the counterfeit 
halfpence but if you care to dispose of them or those which I do 
not already have, I would be very much interested or would be glad 
to trade you any Connecticut cents which might be of interest to 
you.
